An English manufacturer of min- 
ing machinery recently expressed, in 
the House of Commons, a pious wish 
that “in no circumstances should the 
appalling fate of being a millionaire” 
overtake him. In order to diminish 
the possibility of such a calamity, he 
has devised a profit-sharing scheme, 
by which his own share of the profits 
will diminish progressively as the to- 
tal profits increase, the workers’ 
share being correspondingly raised. 
Laying down the basic idea of the 
scheme, he says that, “the only way 
in industry by which an employer 
can justify his position as a leader is 
not by imitating his men in getting 
as much as he can.” As to himself, 
he declares that he does not want 
more than a certain amount of mon- 
ey for his own use, and says his 
scheme is “simply an attempt to 
make people think clearly what a 
small and insignificant thing money 
is.” Here is a novel attitude on the 
part of a captain of industry, an@ 
the results of his plan will be await- 
ed with interest in industrial circles.

So Many Foreigners Are There That 
the Frenchman Is Being 
Crowded. 








The New York Evening Post's Paris 
correspondent says that In an article 
in Excelsior a French writer contends 
that while Paris before the war was 
tfie meeting place of all nationalities, 
it has now become their permanent 
abode, so that the Parisians are crowd- 
ed out Into the suburbs or unable to 
find an apartment in the city. 

The writer says that if you take a 
census of the average apartment you 
will find that {t contains “Belgians 
who left when the Germans came, 
Russians driven out by bolshevism, 
French families from the devastated 
regions who seem to like it where they 


are. American students with their 
pmntpotent dollars, Englishmen trying

the Balkan states, Poland, Turkey and 
other distressed and unsettled regions 
who are living on the Lord only knows 
what. Paris ts proud of her cosmo- 
politanism, but ts finding it inconveni- 
ent when the peoples of the world 
show so little Inclination to move.” 








Cardinal’s Hat Symbol of Office. 

The peculiarity of the cardinal’s hat 
is that it Is not to be worn. On one 
occasion only is it to be seen on the 
head of the cardinal, and that is when 
the pope himself places it there as a 
symbol of its owner's elevation to the 
Sacred college. When the cardinal dies 
it is placed in his coffin. The hat ts 
of a deeper red than that of the robe 
worn by the cardinal. It has long 
heavy silken cords, each with 15 tas- 
sels at the end, hanging on either side. 
The crimson robes which, like the hat, 
denote the cardinal’s office, are made 
of cloth which for several generations 
past has been supplied by a firm of 
cloth merchants at Burtscheid, near 
Atx-la-Chapelle. The process by which 
the dye is distilled is a jealously 
guarded secret. = 





Trade With Australia Grows, 

Trading between this country and 
Australia is showing a healthy growth, 
according to figures supplied to the de- 
partment of commerce by A. W. Fer- 
rin, trade commissioner, who is at Mel- 
bourne. They cover imports and ex- 
ports for the first quarter of the cur- 
rent year, and show the imports dur- 
ing that period to have been about 
$27,775,000, against exports to this 
country of approximately $16,350,000. 
February exports nearly equaled in 
value the totals for January and 
March, and in that month the outgoing 
shipments exceeded the imports. In 
the same month, however, the value of 
the {mports was less than half of the 
goods brought in during March.

The organization of the two citrus 
centers, Highland-Redlands and Up- 
land-Ontario, is going to fill the gap 
that has always, in spite of every- 
thing, existed between the growers of 
citrus and the rest of the farmers 
and will bring into active participa- 
tion in farm bureau affairs some of 
the most worth-while farmers in the 
county.

Preserved Husband's Heart. 

The heart of John Baliol, lord of 
Barnard castle, who died in 1269, was 
embalmed and inelosed in an ivory 
casket richly enameled with silver, 
His affectionate widow, Devorgilla, 
used to have this casket placed on the 
table every day when she ate her 
meals, and ordered it to be laid on her 
own heart when she was herself placed 
in the tomb. She was buried, accord- 
ing to her own direction, near the al- 
tar in New Abbey, which she herself 
had founded in Galloway, and the 
casket containing her husband’s heart 
was placed on her bosom. From this 
incident the abbey received the name 
of Dolee Cor, or Sweetheart Abbey, 
and for its arms “bore in chief a heart 
over two pastoral staffs, and in base 
three mullets of five points.”

TESTS MEAT FOR SWEETNESS 


Olfactory Nerves of the “Ham Smell. 
er’ Must Be Always at Their 
5 Keenest. 

To the long list of unusual occupa- 
tions by which men live, there must be 
added that of the “ham smeller” in a 
packing house. His duty is to inspect 
meat products and judge of their 
soundness. 

The. ham smeller’s only tools’ are a 
long steel trier and his nose. He 
stands in a barrel to keep his clothes 
from being soiled by the dripping 
brine, and the hams are brought to 
him by workmen. A ham is laid be- 
fore him, and he plunges his sharp- 
pointed trier into it, withdraws it and 
passes it swiftly beneath his nose. The 
trier always goes down to the knuckle 
joint. 


In testing meat in that manner the 
man with the trier judges by the 
slightest shade of difference between 
the smell of one ‘piece of meat and 
The smell of the meat ts al- 
most universally sweet, and that is 
what he smells; the slightest taint or 
deviation from the sweet smell is 
therefore appreciable. It is not the 
degree of taint.that he expects to find, 
but the slightest odor that is not 
sweet. 

When he detects an odor he throws 
the meat aside, and if it is not un- 
wholesome, it Is sold as “rejected” 
meat, but if it is tainted it goes to the 
rendering tank. The ham tester smells 
meat from 7 o’clock in the morning 
until 5 at night, and his sense must 
never become jaded or inexact, or his 
usefulness would be at an end. 


Ham testing is not a pursuit dan- 
gerous to the health, as tea testing is 
supposed to be, but the ham smeller 
with a cold in his head fs for the time 
being like a piano player who has lost 
his arms in a railway wreck. 


HAS MANY IMPORTED TREES 


No Other Country In the World Said 
to Possess Such a Variety as 
Does England. 

The Portuguese boast of their forest 
at Basaco, where there are over two 
hundred kinds of imported trees in full 
and gigantic growth. But there fs no 
other country in the whole world 
where so many varieties of imported 
trees flourish as in the British isles, 
and Kew has specimens of nearly all 
of them. Not only original, or, rather, 
natural varieties are to be seen at 
Kew, but others which owe their being 
to the cunning of man. The latter are 
graft-hybrids of extraordinary interest, 
In the year 1826 a French gardener 
grafted a purple-flowered cytisus on a 
laburnum stock, A branch developed, 
which produced flowers intermediate 
between the stock and the scion. You 
can see a specimen of this hybrid 
among the laburnums, It bears not 
only the hybrid flowers but also flow- 
ers and leaves characteristic of both 
its parents. The Laburnum Adami is 
its name, In another case a union be- 
tween the comman thorn and the 
medlar has prodiyted a similar strange 
result. Three ‘separate types of 
branch, flower, and fruit are to be 
seen on the same bush, — Montreal 

Herald. 





Rifled Oil Pipes. 

The principle of the rifled gun is 
applied to pipes for pumping oil. The 
crude oil of California is mostly thick, 
viscous and difficult to pump through 
long lines. Heating cannot be sue- 
cessfully applied to a long pipe, and | 
mixing with water results in an emul- 
sion from which the oil cannot be 
readily separated. The best means of 
dealing with these viscous oils is by 
means. of a pipe rifled on the inside, 
so that the ofl, mixed with about 10 
per cent of water, is caused to whirl 
rapidly, The water, being heavier than 
the oil, seeks the outside and forms a 
thin film, which lubricates the pipe 
for the passage of the oil. The friction 
is thus so far reduced that the oil has 
been pumped easily through a line 
thirty-one miles long. The water and 
the oil come out entirely separate at 
the end of the line.

English Vieitor Finds French Infiu- 
ence, Especially in Architecture.

For ev- 
ery cabaret and supper resort that 
Paris can provide New York has 
three; and for every dancing floor in 
Paris New York has 30.

ENGLISH OAK MOST DURABLE 


Specimens of it Have Been Known to 
Survive in Good Preservation for 
Centuries. 

The durability of English oak {s the 
greatest of any known forest timber, 
discoveries having been made that it 
is preserved almost as well under 
water through centuries as it !s when 
shielded by roofs in ancient castles. 

Professor Burnett of London _pos- 
sessed a plece of English oak from 
King John’s palace at Eltham, per- 
fectly sound and strong, which can be 
traced back for more than five hun- 
dred years. The oaken shrine of Hd- 
ward the Confessor is more than eight 
hundred years old. One of the oaken 
coronation chairs in Westminster ab- 
bey has been there for more than five 
centuries, 

In Gloucester cathedral there are 
thirty-one stalls of rich tabernacle 
work executed in oak In the reign of 
Edward III, and beautifully perfect. 
When the foundations of the old Savoy 
palace in London, built 700 years 
previously, were torn down, the piles. 
many of which were of oak, were 
found in a state of perfect soundness. 
A vessel, found in the river Rother, in 
Kent, said té date back to the time of 
King Alfred. was found to be sound 
despite the fact that its oaken keel 
had been buried in the mud. An oak 
boat was found near Brigg in an al- 
most perfect condition, despite the 


| fact it was nearly two hundred years 


old.—Detroit News, 








“Have a Tooth?” 
In the Fiji islands a polished tvory 


| tambu, or whale’s tooth fs a symbol of 


chieftainship, and extremely valuable, 
as any request backed by an exhibi- 
tion of a tambu ts theoretically 
bound to be granted. Thus, if a Fijian 
headman wishes to marry a neighbor- 
ing chief's daughter, he sends a mes- 
senger first with the precious tambu. 
supposing him to possess one. Neither 
the girl nor her father has then any 
further choice in the matter. The 
wedding has got to be. These ob- 
jects. as may well be imagined, are 
jealously guarded by their fortunate 
possessors; sand any Fijian. if well 
enough off, will purchase one from a 
foreigner for a large sum, The na- 
tives never, or at least very rarely, 
ean be induced to sell their tambus. 
district commissioners fre- 
quently follow the Fijian custom, and 
when asking for hos¢itality on their 
tours in the interior, send a whale’s 
tooth with their messenger, 


Vegetation Carpets Sudan River. 

The search for convenient ways of 
transportation by which the products 
of the Sudan may reach the outer 
world attracts attention to a remark- 
nble phenomenon of vegetable life on 
some of the head waters and tribu- 
taries of the Nile. This consists of 
enormous growths of papyrus and 
other plants, completely covering the 
streams and forming carpets of vege- 
tation two or three feet thick, be- 
neath whieh flows the water, Naviga- 
tion by smal! boats Is, of course, pre- 
vented by this obstruction, which is 
in places supplemented by vines and 
overhanging plants that arch the 
streams from bank to ban. Heavy 
floods occasionally sweep away the ac- 
cumulation of plants, but they are 
quickly reformed.

Growing Roses in France. 

The French farmers set their bushes 
in rows about four feet apart on the 
gentle slope of the hills, and, so far as 
is possible, where they have a south- 
eastern exposure. Young shoots are 
taken from five-year-old bushes, and, 
when they have grown, they are 
trimmed to about a foot in height, and 
such buds as appear are picked off, to 
preserve the vitality in the bush and 
to assure a large crop for the second 
year, 

After the bush attains the age of 
seven years it does not produce the 
quantity, or quality of oil, so it is 
pulled up and a new one planted in 
its place. The rose harvest begins 
in April. runs through May and June. 


ENGLAND HAS A NEW CLASS | 


“New Poor’ Is the Problem There 
Now—Humdrumness of Life Is 
Their Tragedy. 

England has no nouveau riche—the 
“new poor” is the class most referred 
to in England today, according to Miss 
Clarissa Spencer who has just re- 
turned from London as representative 
of the overseas department of the Y. 
W. C. A. In addition to England 
Miss Spencer visited European coun- 
tries to further the work of the Y. 
W. C. A. in explaining their peoples 
one to the other through the medium 

of their women, 

“Not starvation, nor homeliness, but 
the humdrumness of life is the tragedy 
of a great portion of English young 
women.” Miss Spencer says: “Young 
men are few. 

“For most of the girls who had 
been engaged to be married and for 
many who had just married at the 
opening of the war, life now holds 
little but the long years ahead. Some 
of them, of course, will marry. But 
many more will brave the endless suc- 
cession of days, each the same color 
as the last.” 

Few English girls are idle. Most of 
them earn their living now. What 
has struck Miss Spencer so forcibly is 
that work, food and shelter become 
meaningless to the vast number of 
England’s girls who so longer look 
ahead to homes of their own. 

Miss Spencer believes that not so 
many English girls are coming to this 
country as are going to England’s own 
colonies. 


TELESCOPIC CAMERA IN ANDES 


Largest Photographic Apparatus In the 
World Has 24-Inch Lens. 

The South American station of Har- 
vard university’s observatory, tucked 
away in the Peruvian Andes, near the 
elty of Arequipa, in the old Inca em- 
pire, boasts of the largest photo- 
graphic apparatus In the world. It is 
a huge telescopic camera with a 24+ 
inch lens which has been of great ald 
to science in its observations of the 
southern skies. 

The station was founded 30 years 
ago, and !s located near the base of 
the famous Andean volcano, Misti. 
The Arequipanian Indians, descen- 
dants of the Inca civilization, fre- 





‘ quently speak of themselves as the 


sons and daughters of old Misti. It Is 
said the Indians in the surrounding 
country still worship the mountain 
with much reverence, regarding {t as 
the source of earthquakes which oft- 
en are felt in the region, The volcano 
erupted seven years ago. 

Superstitions in regard to the moun- 
tain date back to prehistoric times. 
The ruins of the ancient pagan tem- 
ples, a writer says, have been found in 
the crater of the volcano, and even to- 
day near the top may be seen a great 
iron cross. placed there in 1677, when 
a party of Spanish priests exorcised 
and pleaded with {t not to erupt again 
and destroy their cities. 

The clear atmosphere-of the Arequl- 
pa région is said yo have afforded an 
excellent site for an observing station. 


German “Booby Traps.” 


At the start of the reconstruction 
work in the devasted coal region 
about Lens, France, the French were 
taught by several disasters that the 
retreating Germans, before flooding 
mines, had concealed along the walls 
unnumbered “booby traps,” says Pop- 
ular Mechanics. Consequently, in or- 
der that the divers, charged with pre 
liminary inspections, may “look be- 
fore they leap,” the government re- 
cently purchased from England an in- 
teresting apparatus for submarine 
photography. Lowered down the 
flooded shaft, this apparatus illumi- 
nates a ten-foot zone; then, as switch- 
es are pressed at the mouth of the 
shaft, {t photographs simultaneously 
each of the four walls.
